tl:uu of the pope Is still the center of in-
teresl, the cuse of Monsignor Volpond,
whose death occurred eurly this morn-
ing, has attracted much attention, not

only because of his office of mecretury
of the conslatorial congregution, to
which he had just been appolnted by
Pope Leo, but alwo on account of the
manner in which he was selsed with
Miness; and it Is hardly possible Lo de-
soribe the sensation and condition
which prevalled at the Vatican when
It was annotunced that he  had  died,
shortly after the doctors had stated
that all hope of saving his  life was
goned

From the moment he was stricken
und fell to the floor, Monsignor Volponi
lost entirely the power of speech and
the use of the entire right side of his
body and he wis apparently unconscl-
ous when he died. It has been ascer-
tained that the cpuse of death was cer-
ebral congestion.

Great cure has been taken to keep
the news of Monsignor Volopnl's illness
and denth jrom the pope.

It will be Imposaible to keeg the news
of she desth of Monsignor Volponi
from the pope, as the office of secre-
tary of the consistorial congregation, 1o
which Pepe Leo apointed the deceased
prelnte July 5—the last appolntment
made by his holiness—must be filled
withaut delay in view of the possibility
of a papal interregum, as it Is known
thut et the moment the pope dies the
secretary of the conslstorial congrega-
tion whose cvareer Is from that time as-
sured, as, according to.custom, he is to
be the first cardinal to be appointed by
the new pope. The sarcastic humor of
the Homans regales itsell even at this
solemnn and sad moment.
